BlaCI berries are not good shlp|K>rs, 
under eerlnln condillona becoming 
sour during even short traiislls. Tho 
adTlot is IhorefbN given not to semi 
Ibis friii- lo distant markets. Tho 
strawberry raac is the most suit aid! 
package, Gather this fruit as soon as 

fairly colored -while yel tlrm. 

There Is a goo;l domntM) now for tbe 
black n-i well ns tho red raspberries 
from llio canning and preserving 
establishments, but for Immediato con- 
sumption Urn rod rai iotics tako tho pre- 
cedence and nro most largely shipiwd 
lo market. Pint boxes. In neat, flat 
Uircc-gallon cases, nro a proper packi 
ago for this somewhat delicious fruit, 
arksM will not stand long slilpinent. 

It is advised that gooseberries bo 
shipjwd only in drawers or straw- 
l»-rry cases — twonly-four quarts— as, 
«hilo good shippers, they aro llablo to 
boat In taneJa, Wiipwhc'iifull grown, 
bafoio the fruit turns brown. For cur- 
rants use llio -.nun packages as aro 
ndvisod for gooseberries — drawers or 
quart boxes. 

Whonovor practicable, ship fruit at 
night. Saturday is a bad day on 
which lo mako shipments; Friday is 
considered the best of tho week. 
Avoid If possible getting goods Into 
market Sunday morulng. Sunday 
night shipments usually strike a good 
market. —If. Y. World.

A report has been forwardod from 
Bangkok to the Foreign Oftlro of a 
journey umlertakeii by C E. W. 
Stringer to the Laos S'.nto of Nan. to- 
wards the end of last year, In con- 
j.mclioii wlih Mr. F. S* Clarke, an 
Uugllsh morchani, residoui In llaug- 
ki>k. 'i'ho travolers rcceivod somn 
Inforniatiou from one of the mombers 
of the Sanani or Court-house concern- 
ing the laws sutd custom of Nan. 

For stcnliug an elephant, killing an 
elephant, a bi ff do 0< a bullock tho 
punishment is death, Murder and 
house breaking nro also punished with 
death. A person dotectcd ill smoking 
opium is imprisoned for tlireo yoars, 
ami for a second < Den so ho would 
probably be put to death. This sys- 
tem appears to work well, there hav- 
ing boon no execution during tho year 
then current, and only one the year 
before, while Utor! wcro only four or 
live prisoners nt llio Inno of their visit. 

With regard to ilavos,'ovory man of 
I ho lower orders must be enrolled at 
the Sanam as llio slave of somo ma* 
tcr. but ho Is allowed lo chooso whom 
he will solve, and if he does not liko 
one, ho may rc-uuroll himself as the 
slavo of another. Ills own namo being 
then changed. A slave Is fed by bis 
muster whllo ho It working for him, 
but nt other times ho must feeil him- 
self. No purchase money is paid for 
him by his owner. During (he lirst 
tlireo days of our stay wo went daily 
to sou tho croninllon eoromonlos, which 
took place in llio open spaco in front 
of tho palace, llio chief and his sons 
looking on from bamboo sheds erected 
for the purpose. 

The lirst day wo saw somo boxing by 
young Laos, which llio pooplo socmod 
novor tired of watching. Somo novel 
features to Kuropcaus wcro the 
postures and grimaeos which soemed 
to bo considered nn ossontlal part of 
tho lighting, and the use of tho foot, 
in which -Hihe of the combatants were 
rather doxlerous, occasionally doallng 
their antagonists a smart blow in the 
face with them. 

On tho second day, in addition to tho 
boxing, a game was played which boro 
some rcseiublauco to foot-baU. A 
largo cocoantit, well groused, was 
thrown among a number of yoling 
men. who then struggled lo get pos- 
session of it, and the one who man- 
aged to got away with it to llio othor 
end of the ground received n prlao. 

After tho ceremony of throwing 
lines containing two-anna pieoes 
among tho crowd had taken place, tho 
"prasat," or wooden structuro con- 
taining tho urn, was borno aloft oit 
llio shoulders of about ninoty mon, 
and carried out to a placo on tho bank 
of llio rivor, about a qunrtor of a mile 
from tho walls, followod by a long 
procession, in whloh woro tho eons of 
tho chief, with their attendants. In 
accordance With' tho barbarous custom 
prcvalont hero, tho "prasat" was 
opouoil and tho body takon out aud 
stripped of all lis coverings boforo th« 
pyro was llghtod by the Uparat— I'all 
Stall Gazette.

TRUST COMOINATIONS. 

One Tliul Kulstod In Now York More 
Thau u Cenlury Ago. 

A dociiinout has Just eome to light 
which shows that business- combina- 
tions resembling trusts nro no now 
thing, but were formed by merchants 
In this city beforo lbs Declaration of 
Independence was signed. In looking 
over iho rccoids anil p.-i|ioi-s left bj 
bis father, who died in lsjfl. Mr. Uuo. 
W. Camplxlil, sen!.., iaaatbor of the 

firm of Campliell & Thayor. dealers in 
linseed oil, M'J Maiden lane, ono day 
recently discovered a musty, yellow 
leaf had beon lorn from, sumo ntinnto 
book. It was among a lot of papers 
that woro considered of no account 
except as aiiliquo relies, and had prob- 
ably nevor been read since the day old 
Saniuol Campbell, the booksoller, put 
It away. It was all in ono linndwril- 
ing, including tho signatures of tho 
nine merchants' naines that wore sub- 
scribed, showing that it was a copy. 
It was dated Nuw York. August '."J, 
177D. and road as follows: 

•HV, the subscribers (being In pos- 
session of llohea ten), do hereby most 
solemnly cngago toearh oilier that wo 
will not from this moment sell, or cm- 
ploy any |*rsou to sell it for ns, cither 
directly or Indirectly, by Iho cask or 
larger quantity, for a less price than 
five shillings and sixponca currency 
per pound, clear of commission or 
oilier charges, lo any factor wo may 
employ. 11 

Tho unities of tho merchants were 
Greg. Cunningham as Co., Jacobus 
Van Zandt. Uiad 6i Yates, fhoophilus 
Baehe, Terry Hayes St Slicrbrooke, 
Christopher Smith, Thomas ltaudal, 
Uriah lloiidricks aud Jacobus LclTcrts, 
four of which appear in Iho lirst 
directory of Ibis city, which was pub- 
lished slxtuou yoars Inter. 

'Vow my father came by the docu- 
ment, I can't any." said Mr. Camp- 
bell yesterday, who Is a woll -preserved 
old guntleman. 'But I think It is 
genuine. It cortalnly wasn't made 
since his death In 133D lie came to 
New York botwuou 17HO and 17'JO 
from K.liiiburgh nud opoued a book- 
store on Qanovor square, which lie 
kept until i^-'.i ulion he sold ont nt 
auction. 1 never licartl of another trust 
that reached ns far b.ick as that. 11 

Mr. John MeKessoii, who Is related 
lo the licttcrts mentioned In tho docu- 
ment, has many historical rollea of iho 
colouial period. Ho Is over olghty, 
and remembers many things that oc- 
curred ill the early part of this coiit- 
ury. 

"I don't roineinber nbout any 
trusts," ho said, "but 1 know that tea 
was rcaree, and they kupl the prlco 
up somehow pretty high. Bohcn tea 
was black tea. I haven't soon it for 
yoars. It was tho chca]m3t grade and 
llio kind most lu use. Urcon tea cost 
frcsn two to three timosns much. But 
tea was a luxury, and wo did u' t drink 
it ovcry day. and when wo did, on 
fcstlvo "occasion!. It was In very small 
thimblc-llko Clip* Tho sugar with 
which wo sweetened the tea was a 
luxnry, too, for the rcflnod sugar all 
had to be imported. My conscience! 
6ugnr was so senreo that there was 
only a smnll limp in each family. 
This was tied to a siring and susi>end- 
cil from the roiling over tho center of 
iho lablc. The string was rovolvcd 
about the (able, and each one took a 
nick at Iho liiii.p, thus sweetening Ilia 
palate rather than his ton. No; each 
one didn't bile "IT a ploeo; there wasn't 
enough In the family for that. Coarso 
brownVigar was commonly used for 
other purposes, but oftcner molasses. 
Thov used to fry pork in molasses." —

LONDON LODGING-HOUSES. 

Tho Place. Where Many or Cai.-I.iu l'» 
I'oor Find Shelter. 

Tho lirst seonu lo which your atten- 
lion is in rl tod Is a common lodging 
liotiso. Beforo Uio passing of Lord 
Bhaftosbbry*! acL In 1857, tho com- 
mon lodging houses woro among the 
vilest dons of the metropolis. They 
wcro hot-beds of crlmo and postllcncc. 
Thoy woro tho scones of nightly 
orglos of the most horriblo descrip- 
tion— foul Alsallas in- which tho vilest 
scum of tho city gathered together 
and htitcliod now crimes and quarreled 
and fought over ths proceed! of old 
ones. 

In I hose days there was no limit to 
tho number of guests who might bo 
rocoivoil, ami so these dons woro 
packod nightly by n seething mob of 
men, women and children, nud no 
consideration of health, cleanllnoas or 
deconcy were ullowcd to stand in tho 
way of Iho proprietor's proflla Thcso 
Imusos became such plngno spots, such 
a source of absolute danger to tho 
community, that Lord Shaftesbury ob- 
tainod tho passing of an act which 
competed ovory common lodging 
homo to bu registered, and to bo 

roBnuti °- nnA 

Tho act has provod a posltlvo boon 
to Iho working-classos. Tho common 
lodging-bouso of to-day Is cloan and 
fairly comfortable. F.nch houso Is li- 
censed to rufiulyo a oertniii number 
only; every man must havo a bed to 
himself, and each bod must have so 
liiucli space given to It. Tho differ- 
ence Ir. Ilda respect may bo juilged 
from the fact that In ono common 
lodging-bouso with whloh I am ac- 
qiiainto 1 a room now licensed for 
olovon beds formerly contained twen- 
ty-ofght. Moreover, the act compels 
frequent scmbHtigs of the floors nnd 
whitc-wnshliifAot walls, and the slight- 
est ease of illness must bo at oneo re- 
ported to tho nearest police station. 
Seoing lire class of customers tho pro- 
prietor lias lo accommodate, you may 
imagiiio that llio lloors of tho dormito- 
ries got a torritio amount of scrub- 
bing, with tho result that they aro far 
cleaner and more ivholcsoino than tho 
cnrpoU'd rooms of many more proton- 
tlous establishments, whero aij over- 
worked huusumalil flicks tho furnlturo 
with a dilator, tickles Iho enrpot with 
a broom ami swoons the fluff under tho 
bod. — Uegrqc R. Sims, in the Philadel- 
phia I.'»ie».

LUCERNE OR ALFALFA. 

Its Vuluo fur 1'eriuuiie.Uf Meadow. In -.he 
Cast UUl TVo.l. 

Probably Iho French lueorne. wliicli 
Is known to Callforrdani as alfalfa, is 
bettor adapted to our trying cllinalo 
than any other grass. Wo wcro talk- 
ing recently With a practical farmer 
who has grown it six years, anil is en- 
thusiastic in its praise. Ho bought 
two pounds of seed, which ho sowed, 
mixed with other grass sneds, on half 
or Ihree-quarters of an acre of not very 
rich laud. The soil was very dry and 
hard, and this appears lo bo its favor- 
ite situation. When it oneo gets hold 
tho plant spreads and lis roots strike 
downward In search of moisture. Tho 
more It is cut and tbe closer it is past- 
nnd the better it thrives. Somo son- 
sons Iho piece has been cut throe and 
even four times, but it has usually 
been mown twice ami then fed off by 
cowa. Either as hay or pastor! It Is 
exeelent for making milk. • hough as 
buy it ncods lo bo supplemented by 
somo more .succulent food. 

The o:h i' gl asses on lliis pieco have 
mostly disappeared, and the ground 1, 
pretty well covoroil with the nlfalfu. 
It is cortalnly stronger and thicker on 
tho ground than It was Iho lirst or 
second year. The roots aro large, and 
go diroctly down to the depth of throe 
foot or more. Of course this is only 
possiblo on woll-drniiii'd land, it is 
tho loiig-eontinue I dry wealher In 
California which makes that cliinato 
so well siiitod to alfalfa. And yet, 
though ils root! aro so strong and vig- 
orous, their habit of growth is such 
that tho plant ran never boooUM n 
post lo tho farmer on tilled laud. 
Once plowing under effectually de- 
stroys iL 

For somo reason alfalfa doc, not 
porfect Its seod in our climate, and 
reliauco for seed must bo on Cali- 
fornia. Possibly In Kaslern localllies 
subject lo long-continued drought 
alfnlta socd may bo grown. Tills is ni 
least worth a trial under such condi- 
tions. From what Is known of alfalfa, 
it is best to sow fully as thickly as 
clovor seed, that ils growth at first 
may bo liner. The seed is larger than 
that of clover; ami, for this reason, if 
sown early enough, li Is moru suro to 
catch, 'i'ho farmer who givos us this 
Information says It will grow uuy- 
whorc, cron In tho hard-beaten ruad, 
if sown oaiiy and not disturbed until 
It gels rootod. He lins bought five 

pounds of nlfalfu I, which 

ho proposes to sow In u 
partly-eloared wood lot, as 
soon ns the snow is cleared off suffi- 
ciently, 'i ho surface is partly covered 
with natural grassos, but ho thinks 
alfalfa will gradually displnro them, 
aud of course grontly Increase the 
ylold of pasture. 

Tho bright groon vonluro of alfalfa 
ntlracts the attention ot passers-by, 
and there aro many inquirios as to 
what it is especially in times of 
drought A v, eel. after being cut. a 
new growth will spring up, just as rod 
oluvrr usod to do boforo Iho worm 
troubled it Wo think that tho clovor- 
worm is not so Injurious as foi mcrly 
Probably soma Insect parasite is less- 
ening ils numbers. But alfafa has so 
many of tho good qualities of red 
clover, that in places ndup'.cd lo Its 
growth it may In part bo substituted 
for it — American Cultivator. 



MARKETING IN CHINA. 

Work lli at Itcniilro. Con.ldormblo 
gllrcwdlio.. unit l'er.ovorunco. 

A Chinese market is noisy and ani- 
mated. You ask iho price of shod, for 
instance, or of crabs anil tho dealer 
raises iho prleo of an ounco by !o 
many Caaba which you hove to b^at 
down. What Adam P uith called the 
"higgling of the marko ," exists hero 
in its perfection. After wasting con- 
siderable tlmo in talking and splitting 
differences yon nt last decido to buy, 
or llio trader oonclude, lo sell. Bui 
howevor much ypq may congralulato 
yourself on having made a good bar-, 
gain, you cnn not bo certain that oth- 
ers may not innko much bettor bar- 
gains with tho same man. Vegotnblcs 
aro sold by other dealers, and thn same 
process must bo gone through beforo 
you can mako a fair purchase. Gro- 
cory B'orcs nrj plenty, and there 
you will find on salo all sorts of 
sauces preserves, sugars and so forth, 
iu fact whatever is dealt in by grocers 
in Amorlca. 

B'of Is not often oaten by tho Chi- 
nose, on account of their roligiom 
scruples, most of thorn being llngod, 
more or loss with Buddhism, but es- 
pecially becauso the ox Is usod in 
plowing. Occasionally you will find a 
stnll for tho salo of boot Through 
Iho saino prcjudico little cow's milk Is 
us-l by Iho pooplo, and that little is 
ruado !nto thin cakes well salted, to 
bo takon as a relish. 

But a kind of cheese Is mado of beau 
curd. Tho bonus nro ground iu hand- 
mills and dissolved in water, then 
strainod nnd steamed. Tho rosult Is 
a perfectly whito cake, something liko 
blnnc-iuange. it is caton with shrimp 
sauce. This cake Is also drlod. Thcro 
is also a sauco mado from beans 

You perhaps wonder why 1 hnvo not 
doscribod tho cats kittens and dogs 
which nro said to be tho common food 
of tho Chinese pooplo. Tho renson is 
because no such things nro to bo found 
in the mnrkut. n fact, I know of no 
placo where such articles of food can 
bo had, except In a low part of Can- 
ton, where proplo who are almost 
starved will buy any thing to sustain 
life. Tho Chineso people livo on 
wholcsomo food, as you will learn 
from good authorities Thoy cat rico 
as yon cat broad. They innko cakes 
of wheat, too. — 17m /Yum ice, in St

A report hns been furwardod from 
Btngkult to Iho Foreign OITlco of a 
journey iindeilakeii by (J. 1- W. 
Slrlngcr to tin. 1. 10s S'.nto of Nan. to- 
wards tho end ..f last year, in con- 
junction wllh Mr. F. S. Clarke, nn 
English inorehnnt, resident In ltang- 
Kok* 'J'ho Irnvolers rcccivod si.mo 
Infornintioii from one of tlio mombcrs 
of Iho Sannni or ('iHirt-liouso concern- 
ing I ho laws and customs of Nan. 

For stealing nu elephant, killing nil 
elephant, a hi ff .lo or a bullock the 
punishment Is death. Murdor and 
housebreaking nro also punished with 
death. A person dotected ill smoking 
opium is Imprisoned for three years, 
and for a second elTuiiso ho would 
probably lio put to death. This sys- 
tem appears lo work well, thoro hav- 
ing beon in. rx-cntlon during tho year 
then current, and only olio the year 
liefnrc, while thero tvero only four of 
live prisoners at Iho limo nf thslr visit. 

With regard lo slaves, 'evory man of 
Iho lower order . must bo ourollcd nt 
tin) Sannni ns tho slnvo of sonio ma*. 
lOR but ho Is allowed to choose whom 
ho will seive, and If ho doos not like 
ouo, ho may rc-ouroll himself ns tlio 
slave of nnothor, his own iinmo being 
I he n changed. A slavo Is fed by bis 
master while he is working for him, 
but ot oilier times ho must feed him- 
self. No pnrohaM money Is paid for 
him by his owner. During tbo first 
three days of our stay wo went daily 
to sou the cromnlion ceromonios, which 
took plnco in tho open spneo in front 
of tho palace, tho chief and his sons 
looking on from bamboo sheds eroded 
for Iho purpose- 

Tho Hist day wo saw some boxing by 
young Laos, which tlio peoplo seemed 
never tired of watching. Somo novel 
features to Eiiroponns wore tho 
postures nod grWMOB, which Hoemctl 
to bo considered an essential part of 
tlio lighting, and tho use ot tho fooL 
in which some of the couibatnats were 
rather doxterous, occasion ally doallng 
thnlr antagonists a smart blow in the 
face with thorn. 

On tho second day, in addition to tho 
boxing, a gamo was played which boro 
some rcBoiuhlniieo to fool-balL A 
largo cocoanut, well gronsed, was 
thrown nioong n number of yoUng 
moil, who then struggled to get pos- 
session of it, and tho ono who man- 
aged to got away with it to tho olhor 
end of tho ground reoolvod a prlio. 

AH", tho ceremony of throwing 
linos containing two-aunn plcocs 
among the crowd had takon plnco, tho 
"prasat, 11 or woodon structure con- 
taining (ho urn, was borno aloft oil 
the shoulders of nbout mnoty mon, 
and enrried out to n placo on tho bnuk 
of tho rivor, about a quartor of a milo 
from tbo walls, followed by a long 
procosslon, In which wore tho sons of 
tho chiof, with their attendants. In 
accordance with tho barbnrons custom 
provalont hero, tho "prasat" was 
opened and Iho body takon out and 
stripped of all ils covorlngs before tbo 
pyro was llghlod by the Upai aL— PiU 
Mall aazcllc 



—A woman at Oakland, Cal., who 
married n man thirty yonrs yotmger 
Ihan herself tho olhor day, before the. 
ceremony inado blm sign a paper re- 
linquishing nil claim in law nml equity 
to iior property, which sho had ac- 
quired by hard work. Sho had soon 
throe husbands laid in tho silent tomb, 
and wautod lo bo qidlo sure thnt tho 
young man who wanted to bo Iho 
fourth was not lnari-ylng her for her 
money.

TRUST COMBINATIONS. 

One Tliul Kxlite.l l.i Now York Mora 
Tl.au a Cnlury Ag... 

A docuinont has just come to light 
which shows that lnisii.oss. combina- 
tions resembling trait, nro no now 
tiling, but were formed by merchants 
In this city before the Declaration of 
liidepeiidonco was signod. In looking 
over the records and paiwrs left l.y 
bis father, w hodi.-.l in ltsJfl. Mr. Goo. 
W. Campbell, senior DJOttbor of the 
lliin of Cainplioll & Thayor, doalors in 
linseed oil, 8'J Maiden lano, ono day 
recently discovered a musty, yellow 
leaf had beon torn from sonio mliialo 
book. It was among n lot of papers 
that were considered of no account 
except as antiquo relics, and had prob- 
ably novor been road siaco the day old 
Samuel Campbell, the bookseller, put 
It away. It was all in ono hnndwrit- 
ing, Including tlio signatures of tho 
nino merchants' names that were sub- 
soribsa, showing that it was a copy. 
It was dated New York, August 2'J, 
177.1 and |-..»d n» follows: 

• We, the subscribers (being In pos- 
session of Uohcu lea), do hereby most 
solemnly engage to each other that WO 
will not from this mnmnntscll, or em- 
ploy any ]«rson to sell it for us, oilher 
directly or Indirectly, by tho cask or 
larger quantity, for a less price than 
five shillings and sixpence currency 
per pound, clear of commission or 
other charges, to any faotor wo may 
employ." 

Tho names of tho merchants were 
(ii'eg. Cunningham oi Co., Jacobus 
Van Zindt. Ujad & Yutes, Thcophilus 
Bachc, Terry Hayes Ss Sherbrookc, 
Christopher Smith. Thomas ltnudnl, 
Uriah lloa.lricks and Jacobus l-cfferts, 
four of srhleh appear in tho first 
dlrsclory of I his city, which was pub- 
lisheil slxloon yonrs I a' of. 

' How my father canio by tho docn- 
ment, 1 can't say." said Mr. Canip- 
btdl yostenlay, who is a woll -preserved 
old gentleman, 'lint I think It is 
genuine. Il certainly wasn't mndo 
since his doath in 133-1 Ho camo to 
New York liclwcou 1780 and 1790 
from Edinburgh and oponod a book- 
store on BmoTOI square, which he 
kept until 182;). w hon he sold ont nt 
miction. I never heard of another trust 
thai reached ns far back ns that." 

Mr. John M.-Kesson, who Is related 
to the l/cHvi-ls mentioned in tho docu- 
ment, has many historical rollcs of iho 
colonial period. Ho Is oTer eighty, 
and remembers many things that oc- 
curred in the early part of this conl- 
nry. 

"I don't romcmbor about any 
trusts," ho snid, "but 1 know that tea 
was icsresi mid they kept tho prico 
up somehow pretty high- Uohoa ten 
was block tea. I iiavon't soon it for 
yoars. It was tho cheaiHJst grado and 
tho kind most in use. (ircon ten cost 
from two to throe times ns much. Hut 
lea was a luxury, and wo didu't drink 
it every day, and when wo did, on 
feslivo occasions, il was In very small 
Ihimblc-llko pups. Tho sugar with 
which wo sweetened tbo tea was a 
luxnry, too, for the rellned sugar nil 
had to Is, imported. My conscience! 
Sugar was so scaroo that there was 
only a small Inn p in each family. 
This was lied to a siring nml suspend- 
ed from tbo coiling over Iho center of 
the tabic. Iho airing was revolved 
about tho table, and each one took n 
suck at the lump, thus sweetening his 
palate rather than his loa. No; each 
ono didn't bito off a ploce; there wasn't 
enough In the fnmily for that. Coarso 
brown^ngar was commonly used for 
other purposes, but oftcnor molasses. 
Thov used to fry pork ill molasses. " —

LONDON LODGING-HOUSES. 

Tlio I'laros Wtifrn Many nr Knelauil'a 
Voor rin.l Bhelt.r. 

Tho first scone lo which your atten- 
tion is invited is a common lodging 
house Before tho passing of Lord 
Shaftesbury's acL In W>7, tho com- 
mon lodging houses were nmong tho 
vilest dens of tho molropnlia. They 
were hot-beds of crimo and pestilence. 
They were tho scones of nightly 
orglos of the most horrible descrip- 
tion— foul Alsaiias In which tho vilest 
scum of ll.o city gathered together 
mid hatched new crimes and quarreled 
and fought ovor tho proceeds of old 
ones. 

In thoso days thoro was no limit lo 
tho number of guests who might bo 
i-ecolvod, and so theso dons worn 
packod uighlly by a scathing mob of 
men, women and children, nud no 
consideration of health, cleanliness in- 
decency were allowed to stnnd in tho 
wny of Iho proprietor's profits. Theso 
houses became such plaguo spots, such 
n sonrce of absoluto danger to tho 
poaimitnityi that LordShnflcsbury ob- 
tainod tho passing of an act which 
compolod every common lodging 
homo to bo registered, and to bo 
placed uffor police regulation and 
police liupscllon. 

Tho net has provod a positlvo boon 
to Iho working-classos. Tho common 
lodging-house of to-day is cloan and 
fairly comfortable Each houso is li- 
censed lo re^elyo a ocrtnin number 
only, ovory niau must havo a bed to 
himself, and.o,eh bod must havo so 
much spacs ' gjven to IL Tho differ- 
ence In tills rwiioct may bo judged 
from the fact that In ono common 
lodging-house with whloh I am ac- 
quainted a room now licensed for 
cloven beds formerly contalccil twen- 
ty-eight. Moroovor. tho act compels 
frequent sCrubMngs of tho floors and 
white-wnslibigiot walls, and ihosllghl- 
est case, of illnoss must bo nt once re- 
ported to tho nearest police station. 
Seolng lira class of customors Iho pro- 
prietor has lo accoinuiodutu, you tuny 
imagine that the 11 oors of tho dormllo- 
ries got a torrilio amount of scrub- 
bing, with tho result that thoy aro far 
clcauor and nmro tvhnlcsoiuo than the 
carpoLcd rooms of ninny more preten- 
tious establishments, whero aij over- 
worked housemaid flicks the furniture 
with a duster, tickles Iho enrpet wllh 
a broom and swoons tho fluff uuilor tho 
bed. — Ucqrqc H. Sims, in the Philadel- 
phia Tima.

LUCERNE OR ALFALFA. 

It. Value fur l'eriuuiioitg. Meadow* In the 
Ham and Went. 

Probably tho French lucorne. which 
Is known to Californlans ns alfalfa. Is 
bctlor adapted to our irylng cliinalo 
than any olhcr grass. Wo wero talk- 
ing reconlly willi a practical farmer 
who has grown it six years, and is en- 
thusiastic In ils praise He bought 
two pounds of seed, whlob ho sowed, 
mixed with other grass soeds, on half 
or tbreo-quarten of mi acre of not vory 
rich laud. Tho soil was very dry and 
hard, and this appears to bo lis favor- 
ite situation. When it once gets hold 
tho plant sj. reads, nud Ils roots slrlke 
downward in search of moisture. Tlio 
more li is cut and tho closer it Is past- 
ured the better it thrives. Some sea- 
sons tho piece has been cut three ami 
even four times, but it has usually 
been mown twico and then fed oil' by 
cows. Either ns hay or posture it Is 
excelcnt for making mill;, 'bough ns 
liny It ncods to bo supplemented by 
sonio more siicculenl fowl. 

Tho olh -r grasses on this piceo have 
mostly disappeared, and the ground is 
pretty woll covered with the slfalf*. 
It is certainly stronger and thicker on 
the ground Ihnn it was tho first or 
second year. The roots nro large, and 
go directly down lo tho depth of thro, 
foot or more. Of courso this is only 
possiblo on w -'.'.-drained land. It is 
tho loiig-conllniic I dry woollier In 
Califorulu which makes llmt cliinalo 
so woll suited to ulfalf.i. And yet, 
though ils rools aro so strong and vig- 
orous, their habit of growth is such 
lhal tho plant ran never hscnnio a 
I" -! to the farmer on tilled land. 
Unco plowing under effectually de- 
stroys iL 

For some reason alfalfa dooi not 
perfect lis seed in our cllmale, and 
reliance for seed must be on Cali- 
fornia. Possibly In FJaslern localities 
subject lo long-coutiniiod drought 
alfalfa seed mny bo grown. Tills is nl 
least worth a trial under such condi- 
tions. From what Is known of alfalfa, 
il is best to sow fully n.1 thickly as 
clovor seed, that ils growth at fust 
may bo liner. The soed is larger Uiau 
that of clover; and, for this reason, if 
sown enrly enough, Il Is more euro to 
eaieb. Tlio fanner who givos us this 
Information says It will grow any- 
where, even In Iho hard-beaten road, 
If sown oarly and not disturbed until 
it gets rooto.l. Ho hns bought live 
pounds of alfalfa seed, which 
ho proposes lo sow In n 
partly -cleared wood lot, as 
soon ns the snow is cleared off laffl- 
cienlly. i ho surface is partly covered 
with natural grasses, but ho thinks 
alfalfa will gradually displaco them, 
nml of courso greatly Increase, the 
ylold of pasture. 

Tho bright greon vorduro of nlfalfa 
attracts the altontion of passers-by, 
and there aro ninny Inquirlos as to 
what It is, especially in times of 
drought. A week after being oafca 
new growth will spring up, jusi as rod 
olovcr used to dt> boforo tho worm 
troubled it. Wo think that tho clovor- 
worm II not so Injurious as foimcrly 
Probably sonio Insect parasite is less- 
ening Its numbers. Hut alfafn has so 
many of tho good qualities of rod 
clover, that in places ndapiod lolls 
growth il may In part bo substituted 
for it — American Cultivator.

But 
however much yon may congratulate 
yourself on having mndo a good bar- 
gain, you can not bo certain that oth- 
ers m i', not mako much hotter bar- 
gains with tho same man. Vegotables 
arc sold by other dealers, and the same 
process must bo gone through before 
you can mako a fair purchase. Gro- 
cery stores nrj plenty, and thero 
you will lind on snlo nil sorts ot 
sauces, proservos, sugars and so forlh. 
in fact whatever is dealt In by grocers 
in America. 

B. of is not often oaten by Iho Chl- 
nose, on account of their rollglmu 
scruples, most of them being tinged, 
more or loss, with Buddhism, but off- 
peclnlly becnuso llin ox Is usod in 
plowing. Occasionally you will lind a 
slall for the salo of licet Through 
Iho samo prc|udioo little cow's milk is 
used by tho peoplo, and that little is 
mndo into thin cakes, well sailed, to 
bo takon as n relish. 

But a kind of cheese is mado of bean 
curd. Tho Leans nro ground in hand- 
mills nml dissolve! in water, then 
•trained and steamed. Tho result Is 
a perfeclly whito cake, something liko 
blnnc-mnugo. It is oaten with shrimp 
sauce This enka Is nlso dried. There 
is nlso n sauce mado from boons. 

You perhaps wondor why I hnvc not 
describe. I tho cats, kittens and dogs, 
which nro said to bo tho common food 
of tho Chinese people Tbo reason is 
because no such things arc to bo found 
In tho morkoL n fact, I know of no 
placo where such articles of food can 
be had, excopt in a low part of Can- 
ton, whero peoplo who nro almost 
starved will buy any thing to sustain 
life Tho Cliincso peoplo livo on 
wholcsomo food, as you will learn 
from good nulhorilios. They cat rico 
as you cat broad. They mnko cokes 
of whoaL toe— Van rhou Lec. in fit 
Kicholaa.

A renllrntlarr Whero Fooil Is Kmploroil 
hh il lietoruiliiR Ajfimt. 
Ono of Iho most interesting of re- 
cent experiments in food is now going 
on in Iho California Slato prison. 
California has established tho Kolsom 
Slato prison among tho hills near tho 
head of tho American river. Tho 
sconery is fine, tho air pure and Iho 

weter sxeelent, Tho convicts are 

chiefly ouiployod in quarrying and 
dreselng granite. The building is 
roomy, aafo and substantial. It haa 
tho customary colls, baths and ar- 
rangements for securing vontilntlon. 
Tho inmate, have thoir hair cropped 
and wear the usual distinctive prison 
garb. It Is In tho manner of supply- 
ing food that this prison differs from 
others. Tho convicts, whon they 
lirst arrive, as well ns thoso who 
show little inclination to work or 
a disposition to bo vicious, arc 
supplied with a rather poor faro, con- 
sisting largely ol boilod beans salt, 
meat, cabbage, mush, common bread, 
and coflbo scrvod without milk. If not 
within sight of tho tablo when this 
oouree lood Is sorved, there is Within 
smell of It another on which fresh 
heel and mutton, various kinds of 
vcgolahles, rice, and on Sunday cake, 
sirup and too, nro placod. Tho con- 
vict learns thai ho can sit nt this tnblo 
and onjny the food thereon If ho works 
diligently and faithfully, conducts him- 
self properly and gives little Iroublo 
lo tho warden and his assistants Ho 
also learns that thoso who sit at tills 
tnblo nro allowod considerable liberty 
and arc permitted to tnko walks nltor 
each moal. Tho desire lo sit at tills 
tablo is groat. Men who do not liko 
to work enjoy good living, and aro 
generally willing to bo at 
considornblo pains to socurc it. 
Tho inmates ol this penitotiary ordi- 
narily adopt such a courso ns will 
enable them to sit at tho labia within 
a fow months of their entrance. Whon 
taking their first breakfast at It, thoy 
pcreolvo tho odor ol beefsteak, mut- 
ton Chops, hot rolls and lino coffeo 
that proceed* from nn adjoining room. 
Thoy learn that there oro roast boof 
nnd mutton, salads and puddings thoro 
lor dinner; while lor supper thoro aro 
steaks chops tried ]>otatoes lea and 
several kinds ol fruit. The prlco of 
admission to this table Is strict atten- 
tion to business, respect for nil rules 
and regulations, and tho oouslnnt ob- 
servance ol propriety. Tho foodcomos 
high, but most of tho convicts aro 
nnxious to obtain il, nnd ninny of tligjn 
do. — Cor. Albany Journal.

Heroin 
Henderson, It sometimes happens that 
our properly owe net's are at tho mercy 
of a lot of Ignorant, corrupt and pen- 
niless voters; and even in ourcOUttoll 
wo occasionally find a member, who 
owns nothing, and is willing In trade 
with Iho Ignorant vollng element for 
Ids personal advancement, despite Ihe 
remoiulrauco of tax-payers.
